HOW IT WORKS 


The outer frame with plug holes is stationary. The inner 
dial marked with numbers indicating minutes revolves. 

The hand or pointer is attached to the inner dial and 
revolves with the inner dial (relative position of hand to 
number on dial always remains the same.)

Remember that the hand of this clock will always pass 2 
point marked on the outer frame opposite a given number on 
the dial in the number of minutes indicated on the dial opposite 
that point, when the point is marked, and you will see that this 
clock is always ready and no figuring necessary, except to put 
in plugs opposite figures which indicate length of process.

President Roosevelt’s decision to appoint a commit- 
tee of “high-brow” scientists to consider and report 
on the effects of chemical preservatives used in food 
products will almost certainly delay the enforcement 
of the ruling against benzoate of soda in catsup, etc., 
and of sulphur in cured fruits another year at least. 

In the canning business, as in all other industries, 
the right policy is to curtail production before output 
accumulates to an embarrassing extent. But the trou- 
ble is that in the canning business there are too many 
individual packers who argue that because they have 
the machinery and equipment they will go ahead and 
pack, relying upon others to do the curtailing. 

The contract which packers will be asked by repre- 
sentatives of the National Wholesale Grocers’ Asso- 
ciation at Cincinnati next week to accept and abide 
by is printed in full elsewhere in this issue of THE 
CANNER. It is pretty certain to be one of the principal 
topics for discussion at the convention. Study its 
terms and be prepared, if necessary, to participate in 
the debate concerning its adoption.

In proposing to poll the unsold portion of the 1907 
tomato pack, Strasbaugh, Silver & Co., of Aberdeen, 
Md., progressive brokers, who have the welfare of 
the canning industry at heart, remark that “if you 
know how many you have unsold in your own ware- 
house and do not know how many other packers have 
in their warehouse, you must dispose of your goods 
unintelligently, and to your own personal disadvan- 
tage, for the value of your goods depends upon how 
many goods remain in other packers’ warehouses.” 
It would be advantageous to the packers to know the 
quantity of tomatoes remaining in first hands. The 
information would be very valuable, but we do not 
believe it possible to obtain it. The packers would re- 
fuse to tell. It is exceedingly difficult to induce them 
to report the size of their packs, and we believe would 
be quite impossible to prevail upon all, or a majority, 
to state the number of cases unsold. Besides, the task 
would consume so much time that before the poll could 
be completed the unsold part of the pack would neces- 
sarily be considerably reduced, rendering the figures 
inaccurate.

Everything indicates 
that it will be not merely a large gathering of 
persons engaged in canning and in _ industries 
allied to canning, but there is excellent promise that 
much good work will be accomplished. The jobbers 
will have some suggestions or proposals to submit with 
regard to a new form of contract covering canned 
oods sales, and this is likely to be one of the leading 
questions to come up for the packers’ consideration. 
The convention programme was published in THE 
CANNER last week. We stated then, and we repeat, 
that it is one of the most attractive the committee has 
yet prepared for an annual meeting.

More About Pea Statistics 


Grocer,” says THE CANNER “scolds” it for 


CO UR esteemed contemporary, the “American 
publishing pea statistics for the 1907 pack 


which disagree with our own. In this, as in its queer 
notion that its pea figures are nearly accurate, the 
“American Grocer” is grievously mistaken. Instead 
of scolding our contemporary, we merely protested 
against the publication of inaccurate, hence mislead- 
ing statistics, and we think we clearly demonstrated 
the fact that they were inaccurate. We are every bit 
as “cocksure” as we were at the time we first com- 
mented on the “American Grocer’s” incomplete re- 
turns on the 1907 pea pack. 

Our contemporary states that it “long since, for in- 
stance, ceased to rely absolutely on the statements 
of associations.” THE CANNER never did so. We 
have, however, made it our rule to accept the signed 
statements of packers as truthful and correct. We 
do not claim to possess a “checking system” so in- 
genious and unerring as to enable us to distinguish 
between “fact and fancy,” or through the use of which 
we can find out more about a packer’s output, than he 
himself knows. We should be fortunate, indeed, were 
we possessed of a checking system which would re- 
veal to us when a packer misrepresented his pack, and 
the extent of his misrepresentation—but, alas, we are 
not. 

“When THE CANNER has been a little longer in the 
business of gathering statistics,” says the “American 
Grocer,” “and has, perhaps, access to other sources 
of information that those now possessed by it, maybe 


it will not permit itself to. mistake optimism for fact.” 

In answer to this egotistical observation we will 
state that THE CANNER has access to all sources of in- 
formation possessed by our contemporary, which has 
access to none that is not equally open to us. We 
strongly suspect that the “American Grocer” is cher- 
ishing some delusions in this respect, for if it is in 
possession of avenues of information unsuspected by 
or closed to us, its distressingly bad fall-down on sev- 
eral important pea-packing states doesn’t indicate it. 

We pointed out in our issue of January 16 a num- 
ber of important inaccuracies in the “American Gro- 
cer’s” statistics. It would give the trade a more favor- 
able impression regarding its pea figures if it would 
show THE CANNER to be wrong on the discrepancies 
indicated instead of making reference to the brevity of 
our experience, which has been quite sufficient, at any 
rate to enable us to compile more accurate statistics 
than those compiled by our contemporary. The dis- 
crepancies pointed out in THE CANNER of the 16th 
inst. can’t be covered by the “soaks” theory; they can 
be accounted for in one way only: That the “American 
Grocer” did not obtain complete returns on the pack. 
We showed this conclusively two weeks ago, but to 
back up our assertions further, the “American Grocer” 
did not include a single case of peas for Colorado or 
Idaho, both of which pack some peas, especially the 
former, which packed more in 1907 than any one of 
half a dozen states reported on by our contemporary. 
This suggests that the “American Grocer” isn’t as 
long on sources of information as it supposes. 
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We have in four years converted 103 Canners to Wheeling 
Cans and they are still coming at an increased rate each 
month. Each of these canners uses from 300,000 to 6,000,000 


cans per annum. 


We have never lost a customer on account of faulty cans. 
This is all the argument that should be necessary to convince 
any Canner of the value of Wheeling Cans.

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The regularity with which packers report very small 
stocks of tomatoes on hand, left unsold out of the 1907 
production, certainly is more than a mere indication 
that tomatoes have moved out of packers’ hands at a 
remarkable rate during the last three or four months, 
or since the 1907 packing season ended. All this testi- 
mony ought to be pretty convincing to any doubting 
Thomases among the jobbers, or to any on the outside 
of the jobbing fraternity, that statements made dur- 
ing the last several weeks regarding the small per- 
centage of the 1907 output remaining in first hands 
were truthful. There certainly is no “collusion” 
among the packers in reporting small lots of spot toma- 
toes in their warehouses, neither are they through any 
sort of self-interest misrepresenting the situation as 
regards the extent of first-hand holdings. The re- 
ports of “almost sold out” come from widely scattered 
localities in a majority of the important tomato can- 
ning States. The following are a few of the straws 
showing which way the wind blows: 

From Utah comes this report: “Stocks of 1907 
goods in canners’ hands are less than at this time last 
year, so that we feel that the market conditions are in 
fairly good shape with us.” 

A canner in Virginia writes us: “Spot tomatoes 
are pretty well cleaned up in our section.” 

One of the principal tomato-packing firms in Mis- 
souri says in response to our inquiry: “Every packer 
in this section is entirely cleaned up on tomatoes, and 
we will say that we will not future a single can for less 
than 92%c f.0. b. cars factory.” 

One of the few packers of tomatoes in the State of 
Colorado said on this subject: “There is not a single 
case of tomatoes in the hands of packers to our knowl- 
edge.” 

Two of the largest canning companies in Tennessee, 
which State made a considerable increase over its 1907 
pack, say—No. 1: “Very few cases of spot goods are 
being carried by packers in this section. We know of 
about 2,000 cases now in hands of packers in this 
State. There may be others, but we do not know of 
them.” No. 2 writes: “There are very few spot to- 
matoes in the hands of packers throughout eastern 
Tennessee ; in fact, it is an exception to find a packer 
who has any tomatoes at all. We have unsold only 
one or two cars, and we know of only one other packer 
in east Tennessee who is carrying any spot tomatoes.” 


A principal factor in the tomato-canning business in 
Delaware writes: “So far as spot goods are concerned 
we beg to advise you that we are sold out and our 
neighbors are more closely sold up than usual at this 
time of the year.” 

One of the best informed parties in Maryland, esti- 
mating the extent of the spot stock in canners’ hands, 
says: “The percentage, in my judgment, of spot toma- 
toes in Maryland, Delaware and Virginia today is not 
over 10 per cent of the pack. This opinion is also con- 
firmed by two or three of the best informed canned 
goods men in the South.” 

The tomato situation has resolved itself into a tug 
of war between buyers and sellers. If the packers will 
but sit tight for a time longer they will profit by it. 
There are those who believe they will get higher prices 
by waiting to sell the comparatively light holdings in 
canners’ hands, but if, because the buyers are holding 
off, they get impatient for business and accept orders 
at the jobbers’ prices, lower figures will become gen- 
eral. Time alone will prove whether the buyers or the 
sellers have the most patience. Unfortunately, it must 
be admitted that in the past the packers have given 
way at times like this quicker than the buyers. Pack- 
ers cannot stand still and be shot at. They want to 
see goods moving out, and often in the past they 
have given way in order to induce business, when by 
holding on a while longer they could have had the 
buyers coming their way. Will history repeat itself? 
That is the question. 

TomAtToEs.—Tomatoes hold their own very well 
considering that buying is no more active than it is. 
A sale at 85c, delivered here, was reported made dur- 
ing the week, but western holders of tomatoes, on the 
strength of the facts that jobbers’ stocks in general 
are light for this time of the year and that the packers 
are carrying a very small supply for February 1, after 
a record-breaking pack, in most instances are asking 
85c per dozen f.o.b. factory for full standard 3s. 
This figure is also the asking price for future stand- 
ard 3s tomatoes, although jobbers have stated this 
week that they were offered by western packers at a 
shade less, or at 82%c factory. Indiana canners, ex- 
cepting in a very small number of cases, haven't 
named a future price. New York reports speak of 
sales of southern (Maryland) standard spot 3s at 80c 
factory; also a very slack interest in the new pack- 
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ing, offered at 80c for 3s and 60c at the cannery for 
standard 2s. New Jersey canners aren’t offering to- 
matoes yet for future delivery. Baltimore’s market 
is covered in the letter of our special correspondent. 

Corn.—The prevailing feeling on corn isn’t as 
strong as it should be, based on the 1907 pack statis- 
tics, and there have been offerings and scattered sales 
at figures which are below the general market on 
standard western. For instance, Wisconsin corn is 
reported to have been sold here within a few days at 
6o0c per dozen delivered, and Indiana packing at the 
same price. The general market, as stated, isn’t so 
low. Holders of western standard grade are asking up 
to 7oc per dozen delivered Chicago, and waiting for 
the time to come when that price will be obtainable. 
We have heard of future corn quoted by packers at 
62%c per dozen factory; nothing any lower. -New 
York advices indicate dullness in spot corn business, 
and a little easiness in the tone is noted. Regarding 
Maine future corn, no price has been made as yet, ac- 
cording to our latest private advices from Portland. 
Packers want to settle the acreage question before an- 
nouncing opening figures on the 1908 Maine pack. 
New York packers anticipate difficulty in getting acre- 
age this year; hence must get prices to cover added 
cost of packing. 

Peas.—It is announced that the Wisconsin Pea Can- 
ners’ Company and a few others of the better known 
concerns in that State are sold up on futures. Future 
business, however, hasn’t been as easily put through 
this year as in the past, particularly last season, and 
the “sold up” announcements haven’t come so soon 
after the naming of opening figures. Spot business has 
been quiet in peas during the week, with nothing new 
to record. New York advices indicate interest in this 
vegetable but say offering at prices meeting views of 
wholesalers are steadily becoming fewer. One report 
said New York State packers showed some disposi- 
tion to cut off the nickle a dozen advance over last 
year’s quotations, but that that was the limit of what 
they would concede. Wisconsin packers are reported 
to have done a good business in the New York market. 

AppLes.—Apples have continued very quiet in the 
Chicago market. Very little business has been done 
this week in this fruit. Values are about as last 
quoted—No. Ios, standards, $2.60 to $2.75 at the fac- 
tory. According to packer and brand, New York 
State packing are offering, say advices just received, 
at $2.75 to $3 per dozen. 

SPINACH.—Spinach is scarce and firm, with sales 
restricted and business limited to requirements. Pack- 
ers show no disposition to urge sales and conditions 
are unchanged in any direction. 

Fruits.—The market is very firm on California 
canned fruits. California peaches are scarce and firm, 
with little stock offered, outside of jobbers’ holdings, 
in any grade. Buyers, however, are not at the mo- 
ment asking for any considerable quantities. Apricots 
are in the same position, with buying limited to small 
requirements and little business passing, aside from 


the necessities of the day. Small fruits are featureless, 
supplies are very light and the tendency is toward a 
higher basis as soon as demand warrants. In Michj- 
gan packers are very closely cleaned up on small fruits 
and in Baltimore stocks are reported light and the 
comparatively low prices being named by packers are 
merely for the purpose of cleaning up. Some quota- 
tions, f. o. b.

Sweet PotraToes.—Sweet potatoes are held firm in 
Chicago and Baltimore. The market has been quiet 
this week. No. 3 standards remain around $1.15 per 
doz. in Chicago. Baltimore quotes a very strong mar- 
ket at $1.10 f. o. b. there. 

STRING BEANS.—We hear a report from the east to 
the effect that some of the New York packers are 
ready to entertain business in new packed string beans 
at f. o. b. factory: $1.50 for No. Is, $1.30 for No. 2s, 
$1.10 for No. 3s, 9oc for No. 4s, 80c for cuts. 

PumMPKINS.—Pumpkin has been quiet in Chicago 
this week, with no quotable change in price. We re- 
peat 70c to 75c per doz. for No. 3 standard, $2.00 for 
No. Io standard, f. o. b. factory. 

SARDINES.—A fairly good buying interest is preva- 
lent in domestic sardines, at quotations showing no 
changes during the week which ends with today. The 
firmness, due to the extremely strong statistical posi- 
tion of domestics, is maintained. 

LopsTER.—Prices on canned lobster, stocks: of which 
are very small in first hands, hold firm, without new 
feature since a week ago. 

Cove Oysters.—There has been a demand this past 
week and it is considered by many that prices aren't 
likely to go lower. On the other hand, it is thought 
probable that there will be a reaction. One Baltimore 
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expert says: “If freezing weather continues three or 
four days the oyster market will stiffen up at once. 
When the fall packing season opened up in October 
the price of standard 5-oz. oysters was $1.00, and 
10-0z. oysters were $2.00 doz., and the other grades 
in proportion, while today they can be bought at 80c 
and $1.60 doz. A reaction may come on short notice. 
Another advice states that Baltimore packers are 
handicapped by scarcity of labor and therefore are 
working below their capacity. 

SaLmMon.—Spot red Alaska salmon, of which the 
supply is very limited, is firmer. It is an article hard 
to buy now, while holders want stiff prices for what 
they've got. Higher prices by spring are regarded 
by experts as a certainty. All other grades are ex- 
hibiting firmness at quotations unchanged since last 
week. Reviewing the market, Griffith-Durney Com- 
pany, San Francisco, say in a circular letter just is- 
sued: “All packers and first-hand dealers are entirely 
sold out of red Alaska talls and flats, medium red talls 
and flats, chum and King salmon. Stocks on hand 
consist of a limited quantity of Alaska pink talls and 
a few Alaska red halves. It is impossible to buy any 
red salmon from second hands, even at $1.20, as job- 
bers and dealers who have any at all claim that they 
haven't sufficient to last until the new season, and 
they will need every case they have to take care of 
their retail wants. Jobbers’ stocks throughout the 
East are the lightest in years, and in our opinion noth- 
ing can prevent Alaska red talls from going to $1.25 
before next August.” 
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Coast reports packers quoting fancy seeded raisins 
in I-lb. cartons at 7c f. o. b. for prompt shipment. 
One coast packer was reported quoting at 7c. Spot 
quotations on loose raisins remain at about: 2-crown 
loose, 6'4c, 3-crown at 6c, 4-crown 634c, seedless 
muscatels 5'4c, fancy 1-lb. seeded 83%c, choice 8c. 

AppLes.—A firm feeling rules on apples, fancy 
evaporated stock, in this market. Fancy evaporated 
are worth here around 934c per Ib., choice 9 to gc. 
_ Prunes.—Prunes are quiet in Chicago. We repeat 
former quotations: 40-50s in 50-lb. boxes, 7%c; 
50-60s, 7¢ ; 60-70s, 6'4¢ ; 70-8os, 6c per Ib. 

PEACHES.—Peach quotations in Chicago range from 
IIc to 13¢ per lb. Hardly any business is passing at 
present in this article. Apricots, too, are very quiet, 
at no quotable change this week. 
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PicKLes.—There are no quotable changes in pickles 
in the local market. Prices are about on the same 
level as last week, and we repeat former quotations

Epiror CANNER—Winter has at last reached New England, 
but during the past week, as it has been for some time, the 
thermometers have registered the warmest weather ever known 
in Maine. On Friday the change came, and, with not enough 
snow on the ground to properly protect the earth, the tempera- 
ture has fallen to about zero conditions. This will probably 
be followed by a late spring. 

Business in canned goods has been almost nominal in corn, 
but the apple market, owing to low prices, has been active, and 
a few other lines have shown normal conditions. It is pleasant 
to record this, for one does not like to harp in the minor key 
all the time. It becomes dolorous. The spot stock of corn, 
as I have repeatedly affirmed, is light, but. the demand is 
lighter. This is not to be wondered at. Buyers do not like to 
pay the necessary advance over the early autumn prices, but 
they must or go without. With fancy corn from 95 cents to 
$1 per dozen corn is within reach of all. Buyers should begin 
to recognize the facts in the case, the most important of which 
is that the panic is over and money cheap, so prices must go 
‘up and not fall down. 

As for future prices on corn, while I hear that one packer 
has made his price, I think his name is Rumor. I know several 
large packers—in fact, about all—and they have NOT. I am 
very positive that these gentlemen know how to do business, 
unless their fortunes came in spite of their judgment. Much 
talk has been made, but when the wind blows up and down it is 
called a calm. The Maine packers are not dead nor are they 
sleeping, but I think they recognize the fact that the grocery 
jobbers of the country do not want a price made prematurely. 
‘*Futures’’ are fires that it does not do to play with, for one 
might get burned. Often those who do not hurry get there 
just as quick. 

While at any moment prices may be made, and I am not a 
prophet or the son of one, just now there is but little disposi- 
tion to say a word ‘‘until after the convention,’’ so few will 
‘‘earry their hearts on their sleeves for daws to peck at.’’ 

The sales of gallon apples at $2.25 have been large, but 
there seems to be more—and still more. I cannot see how 
prices can be much, if any, higher just now, but they must be 
later. It is manifest that there is an increased consumption. 
Further, it is now up, or down, to export prices. I know of 
No. 3 apples at 90 cents, but they have been too much neg- 
lected by buyers; hence you will see a great shortage next 
summer. 

The open winter has caused a large increase in the demand 
for and consumption of clams, and all have been busy in this 
industry. In some of my previous letters I have spoken of the 
reckless manner in which interested parties have practically 
destroyed many beds of this shell fish by using the very small 
ones for bait. The State has now taken up this matter, and 
if they look at it in the proper light packers may eventually 
be able to save for humanity what is food for fishes at pres- 
ent. 

No future price for lobster is named and may not be for 
some time. INDEX. 


reduce prices for the purpose of making sales. In other words 
holders are not attempting to force the market. Snow has 
come now and the winter, so long expected, is with us. The 
effect upon business will probably be beneficial, but it is jm. 
possible to say as yet how that will be. 

Jobbers are devoting little attention to tomatoes. They are 
still unwilling to pay more than 75c f.o.b. factory for 
full standard 3s, and it is practically impossible to purchage 
at that figure. Packers want 80c f. o. b. factory for fy} 
standard Maryland 3s, and usually refuse to make concessio 
though it is said that concessions will be made to buyers who 
will take rough lots. A good deal of stock which is supposed 
to rank as standard is much below standard when opened, 
Frequently buyers find the stock very low grade and take no 
interest in them. An occasional sale of full standard 3s jg 
made at 77\%e f. o. b. factory, thus indicating the easiness 
and irregularity of the market. Advices from some important 
interests in Maryland say that packers are not seeking bugj- 
ness under 80c regular f. o. b. factory. The prediction 
is made that the market will go to 90c¢ before the end of 
February. This prediction is based upon a careful canvass of 
packers’ holdings in the principal sections. It is not intimated 
that there is a concerted movement to advance prices, but it 
is believed that packers will resist to the utmost any attempt 
of jobbers to bear the market and force down quotations, 

Good quality peas are firm, but packers are picking up only 
such lots as are offered at attractive prices. Some business has 
been done during the week in futures at opening prices. Job 
bers report a good movement of stock to retailers. The situ. 
ation locally is not essentially different from what it has been; 
hence holders are considering the offers which have been made 
at a little lower quotations than those named in the ordinary 
lists. j 

Both spot and future corn is dull. 
offered at 80@85e delivered. Occasional lots are quoted at 
90¢ delivered. Future prices are still maintained at 75e. Faney 
Maine corn is held at $1.07%4, here. Sales are small in all va 
rieties and grades. Buyers take only what is absolutely re

Pineapples are moving under a jobbing demand within the

Buying is on a small scale. Orders from nearby interior job- 
bers are increasing and a good deal of stock in the aggregate 
has been moved during the past few days. Advices from the 
eoast indicate that holders are a bit more anxious to do busi- 
ness, and this attitude has resulted in the movement of consid- 
erable stock to different markets. Business has been done down 
to a 3%¢ four-size bag basis for Santa Claras 40-50s, 50-60s 
and 60-70s f.o0. b. coast. Some buying was done on that basis 
for shipment here. Oregons are still easy and the weak stock 
is offered at irregular values. This fruit is of less importance 
than it was two or three weeks ago, and most of it is under 
negotiation for sale. The total stock of prunes on the coast 
is given as 375 to 400 cars. A good share is in the hands of 
packers. ae : 

Spot seeded raisins in 1-pound eartons have been a shade 
quieter, with only a light jobbing movement to report. Job- 
bers are taking no more stock than they require to fill actual 
wants. A little firmer feeling is noted for fancy-seeded on the 
coast with that market now virtually 714c¢ f.0.b. on 1-pound 
cartons fancy quality. There are spot sellers of coast pack 
faney seeded at 844c, and some eastern pack is purchasable at 
8\%4¢ here for fancy in 1-pound cartons. Some business is re- 
ported in imported goods. Occasional business is reported in 
California Sultanas at 444.@4\e f. 0. b. coast for prompt ship- 
ment. Other grades are quiet. 

Spot State prime apples are firm and stock is in rather small 
compass. Business for local account has been done at 8\4e on 
fair-sized lots, and at the close there was no anxiety in any 
quarter to shade inside quotations. Not much business is done 
in chops and waste, but they are held firm. Small fruits are 
searce and firm. Prices are nominal. HELLGATE.

EpiroR CANNER—Business was quieter here last week on 
fruits and vegetables than the week previous. Orders were few 
and far between. Some tomatoes, peas, corn, string beans and 
pears have been selling but in only small quantities. A fair 
amount of oyster business was transacted, a few carload orders 








being placed. The extremely low prices now ruling ,in this 
market on oysters are very tempting to buyers, and some of 
the most wideawake jobbers have taken hold, believing that 
present figures are likely to soon be advanced. 

The tomato market is unchanged, for, although there is so 
much talk about good standards being obtainable at 7714¢, yet 
when a broker goes out to get the goods he finds that he cannot 
buy full standards in bright cans below 80c. It is clear to me 
that the reports of a 774%4e¢ price emanate from the buying end, 
and are floated in the effort to break the market. 

The question one hears oftenest now is, ‘‘ Are you going to 
the convention?’’ and judging from the affirmative and half 
affirmative replies there will be a large contingent from Balti- 
more and vicinity. Packers all feel that they must get together 
on many subjects, and that only concerted action will remedy 
many of the evils now existing in the canned goods business. 
One great question is how to combat and overcome the tendency 
of many buyers to refuse and reject goods just because the 
market declines before delivery, all sorts of reasons being 
given, but chiefly that of ‘‘not standard.’’ Can a contract 
form be adopted that will amply protect the packers without 
the costly process of appealing to the courts? 

The contract agreed upon by the wholesale grocers recently 
at Chicago, and which is to be submitted by them to the pack- 
ers’ convention, has come in for its share of criticism. All 
the packers that have talked of it to me condemn it as being 
absolutely one-sided, and utterly inadequate to meet the ex- 
igencies of the case. 

I heard one large packer giving his views on it the other 
day, and I believe he voiced the sentiments of the whole fra- 
ternity. Amongst other things he condemned the following 
points: 

The right of the buyer to cut a purchase down 25 per cent. 

The guaranteeing of prices. 

The giving control of brands. 

The guaranteeing that the goods shall be of the current 
year’s packing. 

His argument against the buyer having the right to cut 
down a purchase 25 per cent seemed to me to be eminently 
sound. Briefly it was this: that the buyer does not have 
the same risks to contend with as does the packer, and there- 
fore while it was fair and right for the packer to cut down

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25 per cent in event of ‘‘short crops,’’ it was not right for a 
buyer to cut down in the event of a large crop and a falling 
market. He said a packer cannot contract with a farmer for a 
stated tonnage but only for acreage, and (speaking of toma- 
toes) he may get only two tons per acre, or he may get six, 
and if he gets six he must take them all. A packer may con- 
tract for 200 acres. An average yield is five tons per acre, and 
a ton of tomatoes produces about twenty cases of No. 3. 
This acreage therefore, on an average yield of five tons, would 
give the packer 1,000 tons, or 20,000 cases of No. 3 tomatoes. 

Now he dare not (if he is a conservative business man) 
sell as futures more than 75 per cent of what would be an 
average pack. This would be 15,000 cases. He ought not to 
sell more than 66 per cent. But supposing he does sell 75 
per cent, where would he be if he made his sales on the con- 
tract proposed by the wholesaler? His futures would be well 
sold if he saw a prospect of a profit of 10¢ per case, for few 
tomato packers figure on more than that. Now if his acreage 
yields six tons he packs 24,000 cases, and supposing the market 
goes off because of a large crop, would it be fair for the 
buyers to reduce 25 per cent, thus cutting down this typical 
packer’s future sales 3,750 cases, which leaves 11,250 cases as 
being the total he could deliver, and lets this poor packer in 
for an unsold surplus of 12,750 cases to sell on a lower basis, 
which might be 15¢ to 20e per case below the future market? 
Where is the fairness in that? It would be bad enough to 
have the 9,000 cases to wrestle with (the difference between 
his actual future sales and his pack) without having this addi- 
tional 3,750 cases that Mr. Buyer would throw on his hands. 
If the packer could say to the farmer, ‘‘I shall stop receiving 
when you have delivered five tons per acre,’’ it would be dif- 
ferent, but this cannot be done. 

It can clearly be seen that the jobbers have tried to draw 
up a contract that will be ‘‘safe’’ for them and prevent them 
making a loss no matter what happens. If they want to buy 
futures, which everyone admits is really a form of gambling, 
why shouldn’t they be willing to take a gambler’s risk? Why 
should they want to practically place a mirror behind their 
opponent’s hands so that they can see his cards? Why 
shouldn’t they buy future canned goods in the same way they 
buy future cotton or corn? 

The questions of guaranteeing prices and giving control of 
brands are so utterly foreign to the majority of packers’ ideas 
of doing business that no comment is necessary here. As to 
the year of packing, everyone who is experienced in canned 
goods knows full well that if cans are kept in good condition 
it frequently happens that old goods are better than new. It 
would be’ unfair to put this clause in an official contract form, 
and thus blackeye the goods that packers are sometimes com- 
pelled to carry over so as to even get cost back. This point 
could well be left out of an official form, and whenever the 
buyer insisted on its being in the contract he could find some- 
one to sell him on that basis. 

Probably the most important thing about this proposed con- 
tract is (to be paradoxical) something that isn’t in it. To 
again quote the packer already referred to, ‘‘ Why didn’t they 
tackle the rejection feature? That is what we are interested 
in.’’ I haven’t the slightest idea as to who drew up this 
contract, but I am certain that everyone of them—estimable 
gentlemen though they may be—are familiar enough with 
numerous instances where buyers have rejected futures on a 
falling market, claiming the quality was off, and the poor 
packer, a thousand or two miles away, was reluctant to go to 
law, and did not want charges to accumulate on his goods, 
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offered to reduce the price 214c to 5c per dozen, and the buyer 
has taken in the goods. 

Why didn’t the wholesalers face this question and if they 
wanted to make a fair contract have put in something like 
this, ‘‘In case of any dispute as to quality each party shal} 
select an arbitrator, and the two arbitrators so selected shal} 
in the event of their being unable to agree select a third, ang 
that this board of arbitration shall pass on the quality, ang 
that both buyer and seller hereby agree to accept the arbi 
trators’ decision as final.’’ Are the jobbers sincere? If ¢ 
are, why don’t they propose that this matter of quality sna 
be settled by arbitration? 

I predict that the wholesale grocers’ contract will promptly 
be vetoed or laid on the table at Cincinnati, and if a contragt 
is adopted it will be one that at least gives the packer some 
chances in the game. TARTAR, 





COMMITTEE CONSIDERS QUESTION OF FOoD 
STANDARDS. 


The question of food standards was up for consid 
eration last Friday in the House committee on inter 
state and foreign commerce. The session was marked 
by the renewal of criticisms directed against Dr. Wil 
in his efforts to apply the law and enforce the stand 
ards through the rulings of the Department of Agri 
culture. 

The chief argument was presented by Dr. Stearns, 
but a paper following the same line of argument wag 
also read by one of the other witnesses. The claim 
of the witnesses was that the making of standards 
ought not be left in the hands of the Department of 
Agriculture, because that was tantamount to placing 
it in the hands of Dr. Wiley, the chief of the bureay 
of chemistry. This, according to the argument, meant 
that the power of administering the law and that of 
fixing the standards, which were to be used as the 
basis for administration would be in the same hands, 
The result would be an accumulation of a too great 
authority in a few persons. 

Dr. Wiley’s critics neglected the fact that the pres 
ent standards, rulings, etc., are not made by Dr. Wiley, 
but by a board whose work is examined and approved 
by the secretary of agriculture, and (in the case of 
regulations), by the Department of Agriculture, the 
Department of Commerce and Labor and the Treasury 
Department conjointly. 

Those who appeared before the committee asserted 
that the proper way to fix standards would be through 
a commission, to be appointed, possibly, by the presi 
dent and composed of non-partisan men, who would 
have nothing to do with the administration of the pure 
food law. In this connection reference was made te 
the recent action of President Roosevelt in appointing 
the new food commission, which, it was stated, was 
a step in the right direction.

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The committee took no action, but it is stated in 
the Washington dispatches that Congressman Mann’s 
bill for the preparation of food standards has little or 
no chance of passing. An unexpected obstacle has 
developed in the way of the other measures introduced 
by Mr. Mann, which provides for removing the words 
“guaranteed under the food and drugs act’’ from the 
labels used by manufacturers of foods and drugs. The 
Mann bill provides that the regulation shall not be 
applicable to any except labels which are printed after 
the passage of the bill, but it also contains a provision 
that the words “United States standard” may be placed 
upon future labels in lieu of the words which are to 
come off. 

This has aroused the antagonism of certain food 
and drug interests which are anxious that their com- 
petitors who produce articles following the standards 
laid down in the food and drugs act shall not be al- 
lowed to mark the goods in this way because of the 
possibility that such marking would give them an ad- 
vantage in competition with others not so marked. 





DR. WILEY REPORTS ON EFFECT OF PRESERVA- 
TIVES. 

Dr. Harvey W. Wiley of the Department of Agri- 
culture reported on Friday last to the House commit- 
tee on agriculture the result of the experiment con- 
ducted by the bureau of chemistry, of which he is 
chief, to determine the poisonous effect on the human 
system of such drugs as borax, benzoic acid, benzoate 
of soda, sulphate of copper, sulphur dioxide, formal- 
dehyde and salicylic acid, when contained in foodstuffs. 
Dr. Wiley said that the expulsion of those and kindred 
drugs from the body is performed almost entirely by 
the kidneys, and that he is satisfied the term of Amer- 
ican life would be lengthened if the use of such drugs 
in foods were wholly discontinued. He said that he 
was convinced that kidney disease, so prevalent among 
Americans, is partly the result of constant introduction 
into the system of such preservative substances as ben- 
zoate of soda, carried in foods. 

Discussing sulphur dioxide and its injurious effects, 
Dr. Wiley told the committee of a discovery just made 
by him that salt solution is a perfect substitute for 
sulphur in the whitening and drying of fruit. He ex- 
hibited samples of apples dried expérimentally by the 
bureau. The sulphured fruit was not so white or ten- 
der as the salt-cured. 





BROKERAGE CASE DECIDED IN CORBY’S FAVOR. 

The case of Charles Corby, the well-known New 
York broker, against the receivers of the Pacific Pack- 
ing and Navigation Company for compensation for 
services as a broker in the sale of 130,000 cases of 
red Alaska salmon, the largest single sale of that 
product ever made, has just been decided by the 
United States court of appeals in Mr. Corby’s favor. 

Mr. Corby held a contract with the Pacific Pack- 
ing and Navigation Company and performed services 
which entitled him to compensation, and this the court 
decided that he had earned. 





NEW INDIANA CANNING CORPORATION. 

The Camden Canning Works, Camden, Ind., have 
been incorporated with a capital stock of $20,000. The 
directors of the Camden Canning Works are L. L. 
Cook, N. S. Martz and Anna O. Cook. N. S. Martz 
has been prominent in the canning industry in the west 
for many years and is well known. 


TOMATO CANNERS’ VIEWS ON OPENING PRIcEg 


Below Are Given Some Additional Opinions of Prominey 
Tomato Packers in a Number of States on Cost of 


Packing and Its Relation to Future Prices. 
W. E. ROBINSON & CO., BEL AIR, MD. 

We see no conditions today that will warrant , 
packer to sell goods any cheaper than he did a year 
ago. While the price on cans is a few cents lower, jt 
does not amount to enough to justify a cut in the 
price of tomatoes. Sixty cents for 2s and 8oc for 4 
standard tomatoes is now figured to be pretty cloge 
the cost of packing, the experience of several canners 
last year showing that at these prices the remunera- 
tion is very small. Very few canners have made any 
future contracts for tomatoes as yet; they all seem 
to be somewhat indifferent and holding off. We 
have no reason to believe that the farmers yi] 
be inclined to grow them for any less than they 
did last year, because other products of the farm 
are just as high as they were a year ago, and 
the price of canned goods does not govern the 
farmer as much as the price of other farm ptod- 
ucts when it comes to making contracts for the 
growing of tomatoes. We are not, however, favoring 
the purchase of future tomatoes. We think it is detri- 
mental to the business and we are discouraging it. We 
hope the wholesale grocers will hold off buying any 
futures until after the time has passed for making con- 
tracts for tomatoes. We think that then the packers 
will be able to realize a living profit on their business, 
which would not be detrimental to the wholesale 
grocers. 

C. M. DASHIELL, SECRETARY TRI-STATE PACKERS’ ASS0- 
CIATION. 

I do not know why the small reduction in the price 
of cans, considered in conjunction with the high price 
of labor, supplies, and the price of raw stock, should 
cut any figure in lowering the prices of future toma- 
toes in 1908. Packers cannot afford to pay more for 
stock and growers will not grow for less than the aver- 
age price of last year. Sooner than do that they will 
grow other crops. 

STETSON & ELLISON COMPANY, CAMDEN, DEL. 

We have now placed all our orders for materials 
for making gallon tomatoes, with the exception of 
contracting with the growers, and there is no reason 
for us to name any lower price on futures than we 
named last year. We will have to pay the growers 
the same price as last year for tomatoes, so that the 
goods are going to cost us just the same as last sea 
son. There are very few tomatoes remaining in the 
hands of the packers in this vicinity, we ourselves be- 
ing entirely sold out, not having even one case in our 
warehouse. 

H. P. CANNON, BRIDGEVILLE, DEL. 

The following reasons are mine for holding that 
tomatoes cannot be packed any cheaper in 1908 than 
in 1907: Box shooks are no less expensive ; labels 
are no less expensive; farmers are to be paid the 
same as last year; labor will be just as scarce and 
high in the country towns where the packing is done, 
as the idle crowds in the cities do not help the packer. 
It is true cans are cheaper; but how much cheaper? 
Three-fourths of a cent per dozen is the exact differ- 
ence as given by the leading canmakers of the coum 
try. Therefore, how can the packer of tomatoes offer 
for futures for 1908 any cheaper tomatoes than he did 
this time twelve months ago. All the above facts are 
just as they exist in this-territory, as we and» many 
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others are now contracting with farmers for our prod- 
uct and paying exactly the same as for 1907. 
GREENABAUM BROS., SEAFORD, DEL. 

We see no reason why tomatoes for future delivery 
should sell any lower than in 1907, as all supplies en- 
tering into the cost of packing are practically the same 
as last year. The price of raw stock gets more un- 
certain every year, as the farmer refuses to contract 
at a fixed price, preferring to take chances on an open 
market, knowing from past experience that he will 
realize a price higher than he can sell his output on 
contract. Under these conditions it is not safe for a 
packer to offer his goods at lower prices than last 
year. So far as spot goods are concerned, we beg to 
advise you that we are sold out and our neighbors are 
more closely sold up than usual at this time of the 
year. 

EMPSON PACKING COMPANY, LONGMONT, COLO. 

There is not a packer in this State that has a case 
of tomatoes in his warehouse, so far as we know. We 
can see no reason though why prices should be lower. 
Our principal pack, as you are aware, is peas, and we 
have booked more orders this year than we ever have 
before with our old customers, to say nothing of the 
new ones we are taking on. 

CLAY CITY PACKING COMPANY, CLAY CITY, IND. 

We have not, as yet, named prices on future toma- 
toes, but expect to do so soon, and when we do it will 
not be below go to 92'%c per dozen for No. 3 Indiana 
standards f. 0. b. factory. We cannot see any reason, 
from the viewpoint of cost, why tomatoes should be 
sold any cheaper this year than last, and there are 
some reasons why they should command a higher fig- 
ure. It would be well for the packer to remember 
that, with wheat above a dollar, corn around 60c a 
bushel and going higher, oats nearly out of sight, 
even hay very high and strong, the farmers are going 
to be loath to break their backs picking tomatoes this 
fall at less than $8 to $10 per ton. Tomato acreage 
will be increasingly hard to procure. There is no 
reason why the packers should not obtain a fair price 
for their goods. We are not in love with the future 
business in tomatoes and other canned goods, anyway, 
and as to our own output will be rather pleased if 
the wholesalers buy sparingly. Looking back over the 
past ten years, our experience has been that what 
money we have made has been made on goods sold 
after they were packed, and we have had some sad 
experiences with contracts for goods sold before they 
were packed. As to spot goods, we have a few on 
hand, but we are not pushing them upon the market 
and do not propose to do so. We think it better to 
hold them strong at a reasonable figure and sell them 
as they are actually needed. We think the attitude of 
THE CANNER is altogether wholesome along this line, 
and with the increasing ease of money packers will 
have no difficulty in carrying the small stock of goods 
still left in their hands. 

STOKELY BROTHERS & CO., NEWPORT, TENN. 

We do not think that tomatoes can be packed enough 
cheaper this year than last year to warrant packers in 
making lower prices on futures than were made last 
year. The reduction on the price of cans is very in- 
significant, and as to the raw material, we/are going 
to have to pay growers more for tomatoes than we 
did last season. Farmers are getting more for wheat 
and corn than they have gotten at this time of the year 
for many years, and this fact is a mighty good argu- 
ment for them that they should have more for tomatoes 


than they got last season. As a matter of fact, we are 
already contracting with growers at an advance of 
2¥2c per bushel for tomatoes over last year’s price, 
We were forced to make the advance in order to ge 
the farmers to grow tomatoes. 

HUMBOLDT CANNING COMPANY, HUMBOLDT, TENN, 

The reduction in the price of cans and box shooks 
for the season of 1908 will amount to about 15¢c per 
dozen on No. 3 sizes. This will be offset in this see. 
tion by the increased cost of raw stock. Our growers 
are demanding higher prices than last season. The 
staple crops of this State, such as corn, cotton, hogs, 
cattle and mules, all sold high throughout the season, 
This, together with the fancy prices realized for al] 
truck crops grown for early shipment, is making it 
hard for the canners to contract tomatoes at former 
prices. We think goc a conservative price to name for 
future standard tomatoes, with a 15c freight allow- 
ance, or 85c f. 0. b. factory. 





WHOLESALE GROCERS PROPOSE NEW FORM CAN. 
NERS’ CONTRACT. 

A new form of contract covering transactions in 
canned goods was drafted as a result of the confer- 
ence of the executive committee of the National 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association held in Chicago last 
week, which was attended by two score or more canned 
goods buyers from most of the large grocery jobbing 
markets of the country. Consideration was given to 
several forms of contract, but afterwards the commit- 
tee, sitting in executive session, drafted the form 
which we print below, and which, it is understood) 
will be presented to the National Canners’ convention) 
next week in Cincinnati by a committee having for} 


its chairman W. B. Timms, of Austin, Nicholls & Coyy 
New York, who has several times in the past addresse te 
the canners at their annual national meetings. " 
This contract is said to be based on a form sub 
mitted by a large western canned goods buyer; fur 
ther, that it is almost identical to one in use by New

CALIFORNIA CANNERS ACT ON RAILROAD RATES, 

At the recent annual convention of the California 
Canners’ League several important addresses dealing 
with railroad rates and transportation were delivered 
and resolutions setting forth the views and wishes of 
the packers adopted. The following resolution en- 
dorsing an enlargement of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission’s powers by providing that railroad rates 
shall not be increased without the authority of the 
commission was passed : 

Whereas, Experience has demonstrated the necessity for an 
amendment to the Interstate Commerce Law so that a hearing 
will be provided before any change in any interstate freight 
rate can become effective, and 

Whereas, A bill has been introduced in the United State 
Senate to remedy this defect, therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Canners’ League of California does en- 
dorse and urge the passage of the bill introduced in the 
United States Senate by Senator Fulton, of Oregon, to amend 
section 6 of an act entitled ‘‘An Act to Regulate Commerce,” 
approved February 4, 1887, and acts amendatory thereof, 
Further be it 

Resolved, That a copy of this resolution be sent to the Cali- 
fornia delegation in the United States House of Representa 
tives and the United States Senate, and that they be urged to 
support the state measure. 

A resolution referring to the discriminations in rail 
road rates within California, unearthed at a recent im 
vestigation of Interstate Commerce Commissionet 
Lane in San Francisco, was offered by Mr. Isidor 
Jacobs and adopted, as follows: 

Whereas, The recent investigations before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission indicate the deliberate violation of the 
laws and constitution of the State of California and the United 
States by transportation companies, and 

Whereas, California is the only Pacific Coast State that is 
not enforcing laws for the regulation of transportation com- 
panies, be it 

Resolved, By the Canners’ League of California, in annual 
meeting assembled, that we place ourselves on record as for 
equal rights to all and special privileges to none in the rates 
and handling of transportation by our railroad companies, and 

Resolved, That we pledge ourselves to support all legislation 
that may be necessary to remedy and eradicate the burdensome 
conditions, evils and discriminations from which California 
shippers, producers and manufacturers have suffered, and 

Resolved, That we heartily endorse the President of the 
United States and the Interstate Commerce Commission it 
their efforts. toward stopping rebates, discriminations and spe- 
cial privileges, and demand most earnestly that our State offi- 
cials move in like manner and direction, stopping the illegal 
practices which have impaired and retarded the development 
and prosperity of our industries.

WESTERN PACKERS ORGANIZE MISSOURI VALLEY 
CANNERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


So large was the attendance at the annual conven. 
tion of the Missouri State Canners’ Association, Janu. 
ary 21 and 22, at Kansas City, that it was decided to 
broaden the scope of the association in order to admit 
to membership packers in other States. There were 
present canners from Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Oklahoma and Arkansas, and as but one of these 
States, Missouri, was organized, on motion it was or 
dered that a committee be appointed to select a new 
name for the association and decide upon eligibility 
for membership. , 

This committee in reporting recommended that the 
Missouri State Canners’ Association be discontinued 
and a new organization, to be called the Missouri Val- 
ley Canners’ Association, formed to replace it. The 
committee also decided as eligible to membership “all 
canners and persons interested in the canning indus- 
try in Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, Oklahoma and Ar 
kansas.” This recommendation was unanimously 
adopted, making the new organization a reality. 

The attendance at the convention at Kansas City 
numbered upwards of seventy-five, including packing 
and supplies firms. 

Hon. M. H. Lamb, Deputy Missouri Food and Dairy 
Commissioner, addressed the meeting on the relation 
of the State pure food law to the vegetable canning 
industry. This was followed by a general discussion 
or experience meeting, and virtually everything per- 
taining to the Missouri canning business was gone 
into very thoroughly. The packers spoke of their 
problems and many practical suggestions were given 
by those older in experience. 

A committee consisting of George W. Glick, Ralph 
E. Goodlett and H. N. Brown was appointed to draft 
resolutions calling upon the State of Missouri to give 
more attention to the welfare of the canning industry, 
as it does in several branches of agriculture. The 
committee reported the following resolution, which 
was unanimously adopted: 

To the Honorable State Board of Agriculture of the State of 
Missouri, Columbia, Mo. 7 

GENTLEMEN—The Missouri State Canners’ Association i 
convention assembled at Kansas City, Mo., January 22, 1908, 
recognize the necessity of the assistance of your honorable body 
in the production of grains and vegetables that must of neces 
sity be grown before they reach our factories.

“Raisins,” stated 
Mr. Castle, “are strong, peaches are scarce and apricots 
up so high, on the small supply, that people feel more 
like putting them away in their safes among their val- 
uables than eating them. Prunes in small sizes are ex- 
tremely scarce. The unsold prunes run to large sizes.”

MANUFACTURE OF GERMAN APPLE JUICE. : 
Supplementary to the report from the Mannheim 
consulate on the German manufacture and steriliza- 
tion of pure apple juice, Consul General Thomas Wi 
ling Peters, of Munich, sends the following: _ 
“There are four plants in the consular district of 
Munich where pure apple juice is sterilized. The 
method of manufacture, if it may be so called, is most 
simple. The apples are, as soon as possible after pick- 
ing (much importance is given to this), forwarded to 
the factory. 
“The first process is absolute cleaning and washing. 
From the washing tank they are carried by means of 
an endless chain of buckets to a receptacle where the 
apples are torn into small particles. These are plac

The apple juice when draywp 
from the press is placed in a large air-tight retog 
where it is sterilized; it is then allowed to settle for 
some days, and then filtered, so that the juice is abgo. 
lutely transparent. The juice is then bottled, a slight 
amount of carbonic gas is added, and a space of abou 
an inch left in the bottle between the cork and the 
juice to allow for expansion; the bottles are placed jn 
a car, 6x3x2% feet, and this car with its load of bot. 
tles is rolled into a retort where the juice is pasteur- 
ized, the process taking about four hours, the water 
in the retort being heated to 150 to 158 degrees Fahr. 
enheit, and absolutely destroying any germ life that 
might exist. The pure apple juice thus treated cop. 
tains perhaps one-half per cent of alcohol and is 4 
most delicious drink, retaining all the flavor of pure 
apple cider.”

Holders of Oregon prunes seem to have got over the 
panic which was caused by the recent free arrivals and 
many rejections on the score of inferior quality, but in many 
cases due to the inability of buyers to find the money with 
which to take up deliveries. There is in some quarters 2 
growing belief that Northwestern prunes will do_ better 
when the spring demand starts in, and so well convinced 
of this are certain sellers that they show a determination to 
hold their goods rather than let them go at prices now 
obtainable. - 

The new Horticultural Commissioner of Colorado in a 
recent address said: “California has experienced in the 
year just closing the most prosperous season of fruit grow- 
ing since the days when the pioneers discovered that all 
the gold of the State was not to be mined from the soil, 
that the pick was not greater than the plow and that sluicing 
was not more profitable than ti “se of water upon the 
fruit farm. This prosperity has extended from the northem 
limits of the State to the international line, and it has 
brought affluence to all the land. Judging from the achieve- 
ments of the passing year the outlook for the future of 
fruit growing is most reassuring, and justifies a very opt 
mistic view of its security, and of the high value of 
land throughout the State.” 4 

W. N. White, the appleman, says: “I find that the quantity 
of apples now remaining in storage in New York State # 
over 2,000,000 barrels against 1,800,000 odd last year, and 
with a crop computed at 4,500,000 this year against 7,500,000 
last year. I want to prove to the growers and shippers that 
they have held their goods from the commencement at too 
high a price. Certain buyers bought heavily in the early 
part of the season at $3.50 to $4.00 a barrel and put the 
goods into cold storage, no doubt thinking that with the 
short crop prices were sure to be good. But they have b 
deceived. At no time has the market warranted these prices. 
Consumption has been restricted, a little over 2,000,000 hav- 
ing been used in New York State against over 5,000,000 last 
year. It you will turn to your records apples were selling 
freely from $2.00 to $3.00 per barrel last year at this time.”

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PERSONALITIES AND THE PURE FOOD LAW. 

Simultaneously with the reappearance of some im- 
portant subjects before the Department of Agricul- 
ture in connection with the pure food law and the 
rules belonging to it, has come the publication of of- 
fensive magazine and other articles criticising certain 
of the individuals most prominently concerned with 
such administration. At the same time there has been 
a determined effort to inject personalities into the 
situation in a number of other ways. Scientific as- 
sociations have been asked to pass resolutions directed 
against various officials, and some of them have been 
inclined to act without due investigation and simply 
on the testimony of members who appear to have 
been interested on one side or the other. 

This is not the way in which to conduct the pure 
food discussion with dignity. If officers of the gov- 
ernment have made mistakes, such blunders should 
be pointed out to their superiors and whenever de- 
sirable to the public. To go further than this and 
suggest the removal of such officers on personal 
grounds, when they are purely subordinates acting 
in a ministerial capacity and with entire honesty, is 
not only a reflection upon those who are really re- 
sponsible but is likely to fail of its object because of 
the revulsion of feeling which it creates in the minds 
of the superiors in question. In the present instance, 
though the methods employed are often exceedingly 
offensive, they are not likely to mislead those for 
whom they are intended because they are so trans- 
parent and so manifestly selfish in their purpose. It 
can be broadly stated upon the best of authority that 
those are now in charge of the administration of the 
food and drugs act are entirely in the confidence of 
their superiors, so that there is small probability that 
the personal campaign against them will attain its 
ana, * * * 

A fair, thorough test on the part of officers of the 
government and a full review of the findings, with 
full right of appeal to the courts on every material 
point at issue, if guaranteed as is now the intention, 
will perfectly protect the rights of the producers. It 
is impossible that all the facts as known to science 
should not be fully developed in this way. Mean- 
while there should be an end of the petty personal 
charges and mean insinuations that seem to form the 
staple of the argument with certain attorneys who 
have unwisely been retained to represent some of the 
interests affected. The pure food law and its regula- 
tions have found a permanent place, and neither they 


nor the disinterested men through whom they are a 
plied can be dislodged——New York Journal of Com, 
merce.

ITALIAN CONDENSED MILK MAKERS ON SUGAR 
CONVENTIONS. 

Consul James E. Dunning, of Milan, forwards th 
following translation of a protest filed with the Italian 
ministry of finance by the directors of one of the fore. 
most manufacturers in Italy of condensed milk against 
the action of the last sugar conference in Brussels, 
Italy’s ratification of which will come up in Paria 
ment in February: 

“A new danger menaces the Italian condensed mik 
industry since the deliberations of the last sugar con 
ference held at Brussels for the revision of the inter. 
national sugar convention, according to which, in a 
additional section signed on August 28 last by the rep- 
resentatives of the participating governments, Great 
Britain will, after September 1, 1908, dispense with 
the overtax upon imported sugars which have enjoyed 
a bonus on exportation from the country of exporte 
tion. 

“This privilege will have for its immediate conse 
quence the result that England will from that date 
be able to procure for its consumers of sugar and for 
its industries dependent upon it use sugars enjoying 
either an open or concealed premium on exportation 
at prices inferior to those paid by other countries 
We wish to note that, to give continued life to th 
condensed milk industry of Italy (an industry spe

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cially and essentially founded upon our exportations 
and benefited by the protective tariff in favor of sugar 
of native production), we are obliged to make use of 
the concession regarding temporary importation of 
foreign sugars which since January I, 1907, are used 
in the manufacture of condensed milk. Now it is evi- 
dent that, thanks to the supplementary section of the 
Brussels conference before mentioned, England is able 
to buy sugar for her condensed milk trade at a lower 
price and from countries which accord premiums upon 
exportations, while we in Italy will be forced to ac- 
quire our foreign sugars, not enjoying premiums, at 
higher prices because there will remain imposed here 
the overtax which Great Britain will no longer impose. 

“It is easy to forecast the unhappy consequence to 
our industry. The factories in Great Britain, which 
are numerous (5 in England and 20 in Ireland), will 
not only be able to attack our trade in their own field, 
where until now we have had an outlet for the greater 
part of our production of condensed milk, but will be 
able to battle with us advantageously for sales in other 


countries. Her advantage will be particularly stro 
because she has in quantities both coal fuel and ray 
milk and will now be able to buy on better terms thay 
we can enjoy the sugar which is used in condenses 
milk in a proportion of from 40 to 50 per cent.”
